RAILROAD NEWS. 
FROM BAD To worse. 


yesterday, and decided to reduce their tariffs ta 
the East to such figures as either to compel all 
the lines to adhere to reasonable rates, or else 
to prevent opposition lines from cutting 
under. Consequently contracts were made 
at the following rates: To New York, 
30 cents per hundred ponnds on fourth, 
class freights and grain; to Boston and New 
England points, 40 cents; to Philadelphia, 25 
cents. No rates were made to Baltimore, but it 
is stated the Penusvlvania Railroad is taking 
freighte to the latter city at the same rate as to 
Philadelphia, namely, 25 cents. The Agents of 
the Michigan Southern & Michigan Central Rail- 


road say they do not wish to compete for Balti- 
more traffic, as that legitimately belongs to the 
Baltimore & Ohio, but the latter has no 


right to gobble up the New York traflic, which 
legitimately belongs to them. And therefore 
they are bound to take al! legitimate means to 
prevent New York freights from going via Balti- 
more. The Agents of the Baltimore 4 Ohio 
Railroad claim that they have made thus far no 
rates at less than 35 cents to New York, and they 
do not intend to go any lower. 

There is no doubt that the rates established 
yesterday will be kept up until the close of the 
present war, and there is but little prospect of 
any further reduction by any of the lines. Ship- 
pers should certeinly take advantage of the 
present low rates,as theycan get no better 
chance to ship their goods. As long as these 
rates prevail vessels will not attempt to fit out 
or make any contracts, and it will therefore Le 
foolish for any one to wait with his shipments 
until the opening of navigation. 

The situation in regard to passenger rates still 
remains unchanged, but there is hardly a doubt 
that the rates to New York will be largely re- 
duced in a few days. 

Tbe Presidents of the Eastern trunk-lines— 
the Erie, the New York Central, and the Penn- 
sylvyania Railroads—held a meeting in New York 
a day or two, but their proceedings were kept 
strictly secret, The alleged object of the con- 
ference was the regulation of stock rates, and 
the general business of the roads. It is, how- 
ever, generally believed that their long confer- 
ence was for the purpose of consuluug about 
the measures to be taken in the present emer- 
gency. They had expected to bring Mr. 
Garrett to terms ina short time, but, having 
sadiy failed in this, they are anxious to bring 
adbut a peaceable settlement on the best terms 
they can obtain. 

‘Lae conferences between the Managers of the 
Great Western and Grand Trunk Railways are 
still being kept up, and great efforts are being 
mede to secure harmony between the two lines. 
As stated yesterday, the failure of the nego- 
tiations between these two roads thus far has 
already resalted in a reduction of the rates from 
Buffalo to Chicago by ali the lines, and a gen- 
eral reduction to other points is imminent. The 
fight between these two roads is embarrassing 
the New York trunk lines almost as much as the 
conflict between the Baltimore & Ohio and Penn- 
syivania Railroads, and hence the anxiety of the 
New York lines to bring about a peaceable set- 
tlement of the entangiemeuts on all sides. 


CHICAGO & PADUCAH RAILROAD. 
Sperrai Dispatch to The Chicago Tridune. 


Errinenam, March 25.—Great excitement has 
prevailed here to-day over the contest in Judge 
Allen’s Court on the suit of one Whitney vs. The 
Chicago & Paducah Railroad. At a late hour 
last Saturday night, application was made to 
Judge Allen to appoint a Receiver for this road. 
The appoiotment was promptly made of Charles 
Voris and M. W. Von Valkenburg, but every- 
thing was kept a secret from the Board until 
Tuesday, the 23d, when Mr. Shumway, the Gen- 
eral Manager of the line, got information of the 
matter, and promptly reported at the Effing- 
ham Cireuit Court. On the morning of the 24th, 
Mr. F. E. Hinckley, the President of the road, 
arrived at Effingham just as the Receivers were 
starting with a special train to take possession of 
the road. With his accustomed cbolness, he 
went to work to etop them. The train had 
got to Altamont, when an order was received 
from Supt. Simpson to stop, refusing to allow 
the Receivers to take the engine belonging to 
the Vandalia line on to the Chicago & Paducah 
Road. Frustrated in this, the Receivers next 
went to Mattoon to get an engine from the In- 
dianapolis & St, Louis, but the managers of the 
Chicago & Paducah had preceded them, and pre- 


vented them from getting the train. Thus 
beaten at all points, the Receivers 
returned to Effingham late last night 


and are now busy writing up a report to the 
Court ; but while the Receivers were attempting 
to get poesession of the road, Mr. Hinckley not 
only prevented them from doing so, but got the 
case opened in court, and the order revoked, and 
the Receivers discharged. Everything is report- 
ed to be quiet on the line. The business of the 
road has not been interrupted, and the road will 
continue to run under the management of its 
officers. 


THE BURLINGTON BRANCH. 
About two months ago the passenger and 
freight trains were withdrawn from the Burling- 
ton Branch of the Toledo, Wabash & Western 


Railroad, The people of Burlington at that 
time were greatly excited about this action, and 
claimed that it was done to injure the 
interests of their city. This, however, wae de- 
nied by the officers of the road, who claimed that 
they bad taken this action on account of the 
small patronage they received from the people 
along the line. Since the Toledo, Wabash, & 
Western bas passed into the hands of the Re- 
ceiver, Mr. Hopkins, he has greatly improved its 
business, and has made such arrangements with 
other lines as to warrant bim in putting the 
trains back again on the Burlington Brauch.

New York City gives $6,000,000 to its poor 
every year. Such charity, like most charity, 
breeds paupers faster than it can feed them. 
A suspicion of this fact led, last winter, to 
the formation of a Bureau of Charities im the 
metropolis. *Its object is to see that gifts 
reach those who need them most, It has 
already unearthed an unpleasant amount of 
rascality among the receivers and the nom- 
inal givers of charity. A fine lot of sturdy 
beggars whose names figured upon the 
books of half-a-dozen different societies 
were detected. The greatest frnuds, 
however, appeared in the — societies 
themselves. Side by side with trustworthy 
institutions there flourish arrant cheats, —or- 
ganizations which disburse charity only 
to their managers. The Bureau has putilicly 
exposed seven of these frauds and has broken 
up nine others. One of them was the New 
York Provident Society,” which provided for 
two men and nobody else. These men col- 
lected clothing and provisions and sold thom. 
They got guarded indorsements from s<me 
prominent clergymen, and forged favors ble 
additions to them. They lived by such skarp 
trickery for about four years. Then the 
police began to investigate the Provident 
Society, and the highly-charitable organization 
collapsed with remarkable rapidity. One of 
its two promoters was soon after arrested for 
drunkenness, at Worcester, Mass., where he 
had solicited and got several considerable sub- 
scriptions for his defunct concern. Both 
men and women thus steal the garb of cha ri- 
ty to serve theirown base ends. Women of 
the worst character sometimes masquerade 
as Sisters of Charity, and solicit donations 
for some mythical hospital or school. In 
some cases, when aid for some real 
institution is about to be sought, these 
impostors precede the genuine canvassers, aad 
collect large sums. A remarkable rogue has 
just died in New York, who supported hixn- 
self for thirty years by fleecing the charitable. 
He was the Rev. Jong Exsaven. Financial 
irregularity put an end to his ministry in the 
Dutch Reformed Church when he was about 
40 years old. This was in 1845, He at once 
founded Kipp's Bay Mission.” The Mis- 
sion consisted of one room, in which he stored 
bulky donations. The organization had the 
merit of extreme simplieity, for the Rev. 
ExsaveGu solicited, collected, and consumed all 
the receipts. In the neighborhood of his 
store-room there was a flourishing industrial 
school. When one of his possible patrons in- 
sisted upon seeing the Mission, the reverend 
swindler gravely conducted him through 
this school, received his congratulations, and 
pocketed the cash that was given! Exavaia’s 
victims paid him money and gave him goods 
up to the day when he was run over and kill- 
ed on Broadway. 

Such cases show the necessity of stringent 
investigation. It is so easy to live by beg- 
ging for one’s self, and so much easier to live 
by begging, nominally, for others, that the 
swarm of paupers can be diminished only by 
cutting off the source of pauperism,—reck- 
less, indiscriminate charity.

HUNGARY—KOSSUTH. 

Peatu, March 24.—An election for member of the 
Hungarian Diet was held in the Debreczin to-day, 
The Radicals had nominated Kossuras, but Minister 
Kiszang was elected by an overwhelming majority.— 
Cable dispatch, 

Los (Lovrs) Kossurn entered politics at 
a Very early age, and took his stand as a Lib- 
eral from the start. He belonged to the 
Hungarian aristocracy, and strove to lead 
that body in defense of the rights of the 
people. His rise was rapid. When the 
Austrian Government instituted a press cen- 
sorship so rigid that it amounted to prohibi- 
tion, he actually wrote a regular news- 
paper, which was copied by many hands, 
and then distributed overthe whole country. 
Warned to discontinue this work, he put him- 
self under the protection of the Assembly of 
Pesth, which asserted his right to write, 
despite all prohibition. He was then seized 
at night at his residence, tried for treason, 
and sentenced to four years’ imprisonment. 
This was in 1837. In 1840, Deak, the pres- 
ent leader of the Liberal party in Austro- 
Hungary, persuaded the Imperial Diet to 
demand Kossurn’s liberation. The Emperor 
reluctantly yielded, and the prisoner was set 
free, He started a newspaper and began 
the agitation for popular rights which cul- 
minated in 1848 (similar agitations led toa 
wide-spread revolution in Germany, France, 
and Italy the same year),—an outbreak 
which made him “Governing President” of 
the free State of Hungary. He did 
not succeed as an executive, but it is doubt- 
ful whether any man could have discharged 
the onerous duties of that place at that time. 
Hungary has a mixed population of Ozechs 
and Slavs, the former landowners, the latter 
tenants. Race jealousy was, and is, rife. The 
Slave for outnumber the Ozechs, but have 
always been in subjection to them. ‘The in- 
fluence of Russia caused aSlavic insurrection, 
and a Russian army marched to its aid. A 
few victories, a few defeats, and the new 
Government fell.

Bankrupt Can Get a 


When 9 
Discharge. 


A Lively Day in the Way of Divorces. 
Reappearance of the Bank of Chicago. 


Judgments and New Suits, 


WHEN A DISCHARGE MAY ISSUE TO A BANKRUPT. 

A novel point was raised a few days ago in the 
bankruptcy matter of Samuel B. and Winfield 8. 
Haggard. The debtors had filed schedules of 
their creditors, and @ composition meeting was 
held at which certain of the creditors agreed to 
the compromise offered. Some others, however, 
who were scheduled as creditors by the bank- 
rupt, neither proved their debits before 
the Register nor voted on the ac 
ceptance of the composition. The 
question was thereupon raised whether the 
bankrupts were entitled to a discharge without 
paying all the creditors to whom they bad 
acknowledged they were indebted, even though 
some of such creditors bad not proved their 
debte and had failed or refused to receive the 
proportion due them. 

The question was certified to Judge Blodgett, 
and he gave his opinion yesterday, holding that 
a bankrupt was bouad for the purposes of a dis- 
charge by the statement he filed in 
the composition . proceeding, and should 
not therefore receive a discharge until all 
the qreditors named in the statement had been 
paid or provided tor according to the terms of 
the composition. When creditors had not 
accepted the amount due them the Court, before 
granting a discharge, should require the amount 
due each creditor, according to the terms of the 
composition, to be deposited in the registry of 
the Court. Then creditors who had not 
proved their claims, and for whom 
money was deposited in the registry, 
should prove their debts in due form 
before thé clerk would be authorized to pay 
them out of the money so deposited. An order 
was therefore made that the bankrupts in the 
present case should not be discharged until they 
uad paid or deposited in Court the amount due 
each of the creditors named im their statement, 
according to the terms of the composition.

PREPARING FOR THE CENTENNIAL.

The President has issued the following execu- 
tive regulation for ocatrying into effect the 
lately-enacted law to further the objects of the 
great Exhibition by enabling the several depart- 
ments of the Gcvernmenti to join in the national 
display commemorating the centenary of our 
independence. ‘The following is President 


Grant's order: 

Executtvs Mansion, March 7, 1875.—In or- 
der to carry out the jrovisions of the fifth 
section of the act of Covrgress, entitled An 
act making appropriations for sundry civil ex- 
penses of the Government, for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1876. and for other purposes. 
approved March 3, 1875, the Board hereté@fore 
appointed to take charge of the articles and 
materials to be exhibited by the several Execu- 
tive Departments. the Smithsonian Institution, 
and the Agricultural Depsrtment at the Interna- 
tional Exhibition of 1876, is hereby continued 
under the following regalations and distribu- 
tions of duties, viz, : 

The funds appropriated by the above-named 
section wil be drawn from the Treasury upon 
the requisition of the Chairman of the Board, 
and to be disbursed as art other public moneys 
under the existing laws relating to disbursing 
officers. 

An officer of the army will be detailed by the 
Secretary of War as Disbursing Officer of the 
Board, 

Each representative of an Executive Depart- 
ment, and the representative of the Smithsonian 
Institution, of the Agricultural Department, and 
the United States Commissioner of Food Fishes, 
will have charge of the matters pertaining to his 
respective department, subject to the general 
advisement of the Board, and ali bills will be 
paid by the Disbursing Officer upon vouchers 
certified by such representative and counter- 
signed by the Chairman of the Board. 

‘he Disbursing Offiver will reader monthly ac- 
counts current of all advances to and disburse- 
ments by him to the First Auditor of the Treas- 
ury, for audit and settlement in the same man- 
ner as other accounts of Disbursing Officers of 
the Government. 

Each representative will be held responsible 
to the head of his respective department for all 
po property of the United States furnished 

the healof such department or otherwise 
coming to his hands for the purpose of the Ex- 
bibitiou, sud will render proper accounts of the 
same to sucd head of department until the prop- 
ty is returodd, U. 8. Grant,

Below is the text of the section of the law re- 
ferred to in the above Executive order: 

An Act making appropriations for sundry civil ex- 
penses of the Government for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1816, and for other purposes, 

30 it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Ameri- 
ca in Congress assembied, That the followin 
tums be and the same are hereby appropria 
for the objects hereinafter expressed, for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1876, namely: 

bec. 56. To enable the Nxecutive Depart- 
ments of the Government and the Smithsonian 
Institutioa to participate in the International 
Exhibition of 1876, the following sums &re here- 
by appropirated, namely: For the Interior Do- 
partment, §115,000; for the Treasury Depart- 
ment, $6,000; for the Post-Oflice Depart- 
ment, $0,000; for a ticultaral De- 
partment, $6,000; for the Smithsonian In- 
Biitution, $67,000; for the United States 
Commission of Food Fishes, $5,000; for the 
War Department, $133,000; for the Navy De- 
partment, $100,000; for show-cases, shelving 
stationery, postage, telegrams, expressage, an 
other necessary incidental expenses, $25,000 ; in 
all, $505,000, to be disbursed under the direction 
of the Board on Executive Departmentsia pur- 
suance of the Presidential order of Jan. 23, 
1874, And authority is hereby given to the 
heads of the several Executive Departments to 
display at the International Exhibition of 1876, 
under suon conditions as they may prescribe, 
subject to the provisions of Sec. 7 of the act 
o June 1, 1872, all such articles in store or un- 
der the control of said departmente as may be 
necessary or desirable to render such collection 
complete and exhaustive ; provided, that should 
it become secessary to erect any building or part 
of a building for said Exhibition, on the part of 
the Government, the same 6h be 
paid for pro rate out of the sums 
appropriated to the several departments, the 
United States Commission of Food Fishes and 
the Treasury and Post-Office Departments ex- 
cepted, the cost of the building not to exceed 
$150,000, end at the close of the Exhibition said 
building shall be sold, and the proceeds covered 
into the Treastry as miscellaneous receipts. 
And provided further, that the sums hereby ap- 
propriated shall cover the entire expense to 
which the United States Government shall be 
subjected on account of exsid Exhibition; and 
the Board on Executive Depa:tments is forbid- 
den to expend any larger sum than is set down 
herein for vach ment, ot to enter into any 
coutract or eugagemen: that shall result in any 
such increased expeaditure ; and po money shail 
be taken by any department tor the purposes of 
this Exhibition, as afo:egaid, from any other ap- 
prooriations. except the one 1414 And 
urther provided, that of the sum hereby appro- 
priated the sum of $200,000 shall be immediately 
Available.

L have, however, a word te say on the subject 
of the Company's books, which are said to be 
open to examination to prove the falsity of my 
charge that the Company in levying aud collect- 
ing more money than it pays out. Their system 
of bookkeeping is such that the truth of this 
matter can only be ascertained upon a special 
examination, made under the authority of the 
Auditor, in which the examiner shai] have power 
to amme, not only the books, but to put upon 
their oaths one or two gentlemen whose names 
I can give, and who are employed by and have 
charge of the Company's accounts, When the 
proper time arrives that examination will be 


made. 

While on this subject I cite the following cer- 
tificate : 

OFFICE OF THE Fipeiry Savines Bank, CrtoaGo, 
Oct, 5, 1874.—This is to certify that the Protection 
Life Insurance Company has this day on deposit in 
this bank, amd subject to check at sight, a bLalanve of

Bearing in mind that this Company is only a 
Trustee acting for the members; when a loss oc- 
curs, that it makes the assessment, collects it, 
and pays over the money, the question naturally 
arises, How comes it that it has $82,000 on de- 
posit, aud whose money is it? Does it belong to 
the policy-holders, or is it the money whien the 
Company has made out of them by over-assess- 
ments? With all of this sum ia bank, they goon 
and make assesement after assessment, coilect- 
ing money and putting it om deposit to the credit 
of the stockholders. 

Again, L extract from the Company's own rec- 
ord—the Advocate—that, on the 24th of Decem- 
ber, 1873, M. W. Morgan, of Albion, III., died, 
he holding a policy, and at the time of his death 
there were in force 8,517 policies, upon which an 
assessment was made. On the Slst of the same 
December the officers swore to the [asurance 
Department that there were only 7,365 policies 
in foree,—a decrease of 1,152 in seven days. 

In May, 1874, the Advocate announced that 
Orrin Foreyth, of Waukegan, died on the 24th 
of December, 1873, and that, at the time of his 
death, the Company had in force 6,951 policies, 
or 1,506 less than they reported at the time of 
Morgan's death, and yet both Mor and For- 
syth died on the same day. Mr. Hu- 
liard expect me, or anybody else, to understand 
this kind of bookkeeping?

I find that I owe an apology to this Company 
for a thoughtless error in one of my statements. 
I said, in substance, thatthe Company had is- 
sued a policy of $2,500 to one Mrs. wich, 
and that, upon her death, an assessment had 
deen made and collected, the debt then com- 
promised for $250, and the balauce of the 
money ($2,250) appropriated by. somebody. 
Upon a more cafeful examination, I find that 
said Phebe Bothwick, who died at Candor, Ti 
County, N. I., had two policies,—one for $2, 
and one for $5,000. The Com made an as- 
sessment on both, and collected $6,127, instead 
of $2,500; the loss was disputed after satisfac- 
tory proofs of the death had been filed, and the 
debt compromised for $250. I shall, therefore, 
be obliged to ask Mr. Hilliard what became of 
the $5,877? Was it paid back tothe policy-hold- 
ers who had contributed the money? I make this 
correction the more readily as Mr. Hilliard has 
evidently forgotten to answer the former 
question, and be can now put himeeif 
in «@ position to account for the 
whole sum. Has it gone to swell the 
stockholders’ account of cash on hand in the Fi- 
delity Savings Bank? Or has it been paid back 
to the poor policy-holders from whom it was 
wrongfully taken? 

It is said by the Protection that I am iguo- 
rant of the subject on which I write,” i. e., life 
insurance, I regret that those men are so thick- 
ekulled that nothing less than a cannon-ball can 
blow an idea into their heads. Ido not profess 
to be writing on the subject of life insurance, 
but am simplv endeavoring to show to the public 
aad the people of this State that the Protection 
Life Iusutance Company of Chicago, as it con- 
ducts the business of life insurance, is guilty of 
fraudulent practices, and is obtaining their 
money by false pretenses and dishonest means. 
If I shall be the means of effecting taat object, 
my end will be obtained, and the Protection can 
discuss itd principles to ite heart’s content.

QUITE LOW-CHURCH. 
‘RELIGIOUS FACILITI£s FOR TUG-MEN. 

There are quite a number of low churches in 
this city, but it is safe to say that the Immanuel 
Reformed Episcopal Church is at present lower, 
by a good many feet, thananyof them. For 
some time past the church has been situated on 
the corner of Shurtleff avenue and Thirty-fifth 
street, but, the lease of this lot baving expired, 
it was decided to remove the edifice to a new 
lot the, congregation had purchased on the 
corner of Homan aud Jones streets. Ihe removal 
was begun Wednesday morning, and all went 
well until the river, which had to be 
crossed, was reached. After due consultation, it 
was decided that the ice was strong enough to 
permit the passage over it of the church, and 
the attempt was made. The church got safely 
as far as the middle of the stream, when the ice 
gave way, and the sacred edifice sank to the 
bottom, leaving the roof only above water. 

Hitherto the Reformed Episcopal Church has 
been to all good Churchmen only a stumbling- 
block. but this new departure gives the inacitu- 
tion fresh importance, as creating au obstruction 
iu . the way of river navigation which 
will hardly bo viewed with com- 
placency by the majority of those 
who go down into the river in ships and tug- 
boats. It is to be hoped, however, that tne 
nautical fraternity will not look upon the acci- 
dent as an evil, but will accept the presence of 
the submerged church as a stimulus tos better 
lite. The discovery of new fields is a thing 
which always, more or less, occupies the thought 
of evaugelical clergymen, and the pastor of the 
Immanuel Reformed Episcopal Church should 
look upon this sudden and unexpected call to a 
new locality as something hardly attributable to 
mere chance. While not absolutely the very 
worst of men, yet those who piy to and 
fro in the river in steam-tugs are not 
so good but that a especial effort in their 
behalf might meet with beneticial results. 
It must be acknowledged that there is some- 
thing akin to sinfulness in the too lavish manner 
in which they indulge in steam-whistling at ali 
hours of the day and night, and that the eleva- 
tion by the bridge-tender of the ten-minute ball 
is too frequently made the occasion of over-pro- 
fanity on their part. Now, however, there is a 
chance for à revival among them. By all means, 
let the church remaia where it is long enoagh to 
allow of a series of special revival meetings for 
the benefit of the tug-boat men. The founda- 
tion of the Reformed Church was not devoid of 
features peculiar and sensational in their nature, 
and this idea will be but their natural con- 
tinuation. The tug-boats will not be able to pass 
the obstruction, and hence the church in its new 
locality will never feel the want of a congrega- 
tion, Much good may be done by carrving out 
this idea, but even if the revivals should only 
result in an appreciation by the tuggboat men of 
the evils of too much and too sonorous steam- 
whistiing, this hint will not have been given in 
vain. Preaching will of necessity be held in the 
steeple, while the tugs and other water craft may 
tie up to the eaves, and listen at their ease.

not justified in saying that they lay themselves 
open te the charge of being a school of vice 
and nursery of crime” ? 

Such food as is offered by our papers is not 
healthy,—not wholesome. It is, on the — 
dangerous, sickening,—sye, gonous. t 
spoils the purity of thoughis and seutiments; it 
sows the seeds of baseness, voluptuousness, 
sensuality, criminal schemes, and so forth; it 
perverts heads and hearts of millions. The 
papers speak of national economy; and this is 
right and proper,—this belongs to their province. 
But natioual morality is also a matter that ought 
to be advanced, and, if not advanced, at least 
not worked against. Do you really think that 
the public is im any way benefited by the lengthy 
daily reports ceaceroing the Brooklyn scandal? 
—that their morals are strengthened ; their char- 
aoter is improved; their sense of what is proper, 
aud chaste, and esthetical, and decorous is quick- 
ened; that the sum of truly useful knowledge is 
augmented? Do you not rather think that great 
mischief and harm are dove by such reports ? 

If the papers would give not more than five 
lines per day, at the utmost, for the report of 
the Beecher trial; if they would restrict them- 
selves to two lines whevever a murderer is exe- 
ented ; if they would omit altogether a number 
of items concerning the sports of the low and 
vulgar classes of society, they would, in this 
negative way, do a great deal towards purifying 
the tone of the American press and elevating it 
to a higher grade and making it a better fitted 
mighty educator of the nation.”

The Board of Public Works yesterday had an- 
other and more satisfactory meeting with the 
different interested railroad officials on the eub- 
ject of viaducts. The railroad companies, in the 
case of the Milwaukee avenue viaduct, were 
willing to build the superstructure and the abut- 
ments, leaving the approaches to be finished by 
the city. The Pittsburg, Cincinnati & St. Louis 
Railroad's franchise provides that they shall 
build all, the approach inciuded. In ease of the 
provisions of their frascchise being carried out 
to the letter, they will be yes — to build the 
southern approaches of the viaduct. The Board 
also consider the understanding perfect in rela- 
tion to the Blue Island avenue viaduct, but 
when either will be commenced has not yet been 
decided. 


The proposition to defer the consideration of 
the Miiwaukee avenue viaduct carried throagh 
the Council last Monday evenimg was either 
meant for a purpose or it was not. At anv race, 
it has been eivantageously taken hold of by a 
property-owner in the vicinity, who has com- 
menced the erection of a brick store right under 
the shadow of the proposed viaduct.

GENERAL ORDER. 

The Board of Police yesterday wisely adopted 
the following general order, at the recommenda- 
tion of the Fire-Marshal : 

On and after April 1, 1875, company commanders 
will be held strictly responsible for any vioiation of 
the fire ordigances in their respective districts, 
inafter described, It shall be their duty to examine 
all buildings, except dwellings, in order to become 
more familiar with their construction; the class of 
Lusiness carried on; the class of goods on each floor, 
whether combustible or non-combustible, Also to see 
if the pillars, walle, and supports are sufficient to carry 
the weight on each floor; that the entrances, stair- 
ways, halla, and exits to cach are accessible, and the 
most expedient manner of attack in case of fire; to- 
gether with sach further observations as may 
subserve the interest of the Department; also 
to examine all flre-hydrants and cisterns, as 
to their condition and location, and to keep themselves 
familiar with the street-ends aad docks along the river, 
in order to determine the best manner of bringing the 
apparatus into service with the least possible delay. In 
all cases when any Officer is performing any of the 
above duties, he is required to wear the uniform as 
preecribed by the rules and regulations of the Depart- 
ment, also to make a note of p gs under this 
order in a book provided for that purpose subject to 
the inspection of the Chief of Brigade and Battalion 
commanders. Any violations of the fire ordinance 
must be ried in writing to the Battalion com- 
manders without delay, and by them transmitted 
to the headquarters of the Fire Department, 

Following thisis a detailed account of the 
different districts, one of which is apportioned 
to each of the different engine companies. 

GAS AGAIN. 

Another meeting of the Gas Committee was 
held yesterday evening in the City Clerk’s office, 
There were present Ald. Jonas, Quirk. Clark, 
Stout, and Hildreth, and representatives from 
the Consumers’, tlie Pittsburg, and the United 
States Gas Works Construction Company. Mr. 
Thomas Dickerson, President of the latter com- 
pany, was present, and was called upon by Aid. 
Quirk to explain away the insinuations made 
against him by Mr. Brown at the last meeting of 
the Committee. He said thatif Mr. Brown as- 
serted he had been approached by him (Dicker- 
son), he would make him prove it. He 
had never proposed to go in for 
a franchise merely fer the sake of 
blackmailing the old company. Mr. 
Brown, opportunelv. was not preseut, and after 
some raniiom remarks by his attorney, Gen. I. 
N. Stiles, the matter was dropped, and the con- 
sideration of the different ordinances taken up. 
That of the Western Excelsior was rejected, as 
no representative of that Company has yet ap- 
peared before the Committee. Mr. Nash, of the 
Consumers’, offered to amend his ordinance, if 
the Committee thought desirable, to light the 
lamps in the city at the rate of $35 apiece for 
one vear. The proposal was favorably received 
by the Committee, but no definite action was 
taken on it. 

Aid. Quirk’s resolution, making it the duty of 
the Sidewalk Inspector to report on broken street- 
lam os, was favorably voted on, after some slight 
hesitation. In its defense, Ald. Quirk said that 
it came re directly within the scope of the 
Sidewalk Inspectors than within that of the Po- 
lice Department, for the reason that the Inspect- 
ors were | ge prepared with book and pencil, 
antl, besides, were obliged to notice all street- 
lamps to see that the street names were all 
right. Abd right here it may be said that near- 
ly all the street names in certain sections of the 
city are turned round on the lamp until they are 
just opposite where they ought to be. The 
Committee finally adjoursed to next Friday af- 
ternoon, to give Mr. Wren, represen the 
Pittsburg Company, time to give a formal invi- 
tation to the Committee to visit Pittsburg to 
witness the Gas-Works in that city.
